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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place ttie application in condition for allowance because: In response to Applicants' argument that the 
applied prior art does not teach recording text data for subtitles in at least one separate file, the Examiner disagrees. Hirayama teaches, as 
shown in figure 3B, video data stored in a plurality of frames Frame#0 to frame #30 which is separated from sub-picture data (picture #0, 
picture #1 , picture #2, ...) in data unit #0 for instance. In each data units sub-picture is recorded separately from video data wherein the 
video data contains frames of images. Further Hirayama teaches as shown in figures 1 7 the output of video processing section 206 and the 
output of subtitle image are added by the adder 208 (i.e. the video data and subtitles are separately recorded, adder 208 added the two 
separately recorded data and the added data overlapped on TV 705). See also figure 1 . 

The term recording unit is broadly interpreted and broadest reasonable interpretation consistent with Applicants' disclosure is given to it. 
Recording unit can be the data unit #0 to 71 99, the video, the sub-picture, the audio (as shown in figure 3B), the frame #0 (for instance), 
frame#0-frame #30, and the clip itself. 

3. In response to applicant's argument that the examiner has combined an excessive number of references, reliance on a large 
number of references in a rejection does not, without more, weigh against the obviousness of the claimed invention. See In re Gorman, 
933 F.2d 982, 18 USPQ2d 1885 (Fed. Cir. 1991).
